It is tolerably certain that the 
band of brigands whose head-quarters were in Bceotia, and 
which was known by the name of the “ Arvanitaios,” re- 
ceived from some one at Athens, more or less accurately in- 
formed of official proceedings, ample warning of the excursion 
to Marathon, and full notice of the rich bcoty which would 
presently come within reach. The Government, no doubt, 
woul:! bave been glad to ensure the satety of sch distinguished 
travellers, but could not do 89 effectually without subjectiog 
itself to the humiliation of confessing that evea the neighbor- 
hood of Athens was not safe from brigande. Then came the 
capture—the first pursuit by soldie's—the opening of negotia- 
tions—the threat of the brigauds that, it molested by the 
Government, they would put their prisoners to death—the 
promise of M. Zaimis, the Greek Minister, to make any sacri- 
fice in bis power to eff:ct their :elease—ih: balf sort of en- 
gagement that the ransom money would be paid by the 
Greek Government, and that the escape of the brigands to 
Malta on board one of her Majesty’s ships would be connived 
at—and then the abrupt change of tactics which resulted in 
the butchery, instead of the release, of the captives. For all 
st once the ruliog authorities at Athens found out that to 
pardon brigands would be unconstitutional, and, perhaps, 
glanced at the further conclusion that it would be more 
economical to risk the lives of the captives by an attack on \he 
brigands than to pay down £25,000 for their ransom. Every 
stege of this most melancholy business rfl cis terrible dis- 
credit on the Government of Greece. From first to last its 
course has been marked by vacillation. Weakness where 
vigour was demanded, succeeded by spasmodic vigour whea 
caution and forbearance were necessary above all things.

with unslackened speed. Fortunately the latter turned in at 
the second lodge gate, where they were secured by Mr. Page, 
the head keeper. Had they continued their mad career down 
the steep and narrow “shoot” along which the Royal carriage 
was passing, the consequences mignt have been very seri- 
ous. 

The will of the Right Hon. Edward Geoffrey, Earl of Der- 
by, K.G., P.C., late of Knowsley Hall, Larcaster, and St. 
James’s Square, London, was proved in her Majesty’s Court 
of Probate, on April 2, by his eldest son, the Right Hon. 
Edward Henry, the present Earl, the sole executor. The 
personalty was sworn under £250,000. The will is dated 
February 21, 1865; and there are three codicils, dated May, 
1868, March and September, 1869. His lordship died Oct. 
23 following, at the age ot 70, having held the title since 1851. 
The will is of considerable length, extending to 179 tolios. 
His lordship has bequeathed to his Countess, Emma Caroline, 
daughter of the first Lord Skelmersdale, an immediate legacy 
of £3,000, and an annuity of £3,000, in addition to a like an- 
buity under settlement, and closes the bequesi to her lady- 
ship in these words, “to whom, under God’s providerce, I 
have been indebted for more than 39 years (then in 1865), of 
much domestic bappiness and uninterrupted harmony.” He 
also leaves to her ladyship all his plate, with the exception of 
his racing cups and racing plate, and a selection of his books 
from his library, together with furniture. He devises to his 
eldest son and successor the manor of Knowsley, with the 
estates at Hayton, Eccleston, and Bickerstaff, and all other 
his estates in the counties of Lancaster, Chester, Westmore- 
land, York, and Middlesex, and to his issue male; and leaves 
to his trustees, the Hon. Charles James Fox Stanley, his bro- 
ther, and the Right Hon. Edward, Lord Skelmersdale, in 
trust, all his raciog cups and racing plate to be held and pass 
as heirlooms with the title of earldom, To bis second son, 
the Hon. Frederick Arthur Stanley, he leaves his estates in 
the counties of Limerick and Tipperary, and elsewhere in Ire- 
land, with the option of taking, within six months, the sum 
of £125,000 in lieu thereof. H's lordship has made provision 

for his daughter, Lady Emma Charlotte Stanley.

The London correspondent of the Glasgow Herald says :—

will not visit Scotland at all during the Easter recess, and will 
consequently not attend the Perth banquet to Sir William 
Stirling-Maxwell. Mr. Disraeli wae never asked to be present 
by the gentlemen who have charge of the arrangements. The 
banquet has originated with the noblemen and gentlemen of 
Pertbshire, and will be almost exclusively confined to them. 
It was never intended to give the demonstration a national 
significance by asking the leader of the Opposition to attend 
as &@ guest. 

An improved cab has made its appearance in the streets of 
Edinburgh. It consists of a brougham body on four wheels, 
but resembling the London hansom in having the driver’s 
seat placed behind in an elevated position, so as to give him 
full control over the horse. The vehiele is constructed to 
carry four persons, The front part being entirely of glase, 
affords those inside a full view of everything in front. In the 
roof is asmall opening with a lid to lift up, so as to give pas- 
sengers an opportunity of communicating with the driver. 

During the recent visit of Sothern to Edinburgh he was 
asked out to dinner by the officers of the 17th Lancers. Be- 
fore the wine was cleared off the table the officers pressed Mr. 
Sothern to perform a part of one of his characters, which, of 
course, he very naturally declined. They continued, how- 
ever, Lo press him so much that he reluctently coneented, and 
commenced the drunken scene from David Garrick, when to 
the astonishment of all present he swept the cloth clean off 
the table, smashing glass, decanters, plates, etc., wholesale. 

A bursary is to be established in the University of Edin- 
burgh in commemoration of the centenary birthday of Sir 
Waiter Scott. Professor Masson made a proposal at the 
meeting of the University Council of Edinburgh, on Tuesday 
that women sbould be admitted to the University classe; on 
the same conditions as the other students, except in cases 
where special reasons existed for giving separate teaching. 
Tae Protessor mentioned the case of Miss Pechey toillustrate 
the necessity of adopting his resolution. Professor Balfour 
seconded the motion, ‘The scheme was opposed by Professor 

Laycock and Professor Christison, snd the motion was rejected 
after a long diseussion by 58 votes to 47, 


A new iron screw yacht, which was named i 
launched from the yard of Messrs. othe met pedo Geane a 
Port Glasgow, recently, for the Duke of Hamilton, The 
yacht is of the following dimensions, viz.:—Length of keel 
and forerake, 165/t.; breath of beam, 25ft. 2in.; depth of hold 
14ft. She is fully 500 tons, builders’ measure, and ia to be 
propelled by a pair of surface-condensing engines of 80 nomi- 
nal horse power, which it is expected will work up to fully 
400 indicated. The yacht is to be fitted up in the moet luxu- 
rious style, combining comfort with elegance. She ig expected 
to steam at the rate of 12 knots an hour, After the launch 


the vessel was towed into the builders’ dock to receive her 
machinery. 
Every one who has travelled much in Scotland, more espe- 
cially in the Highland districts, must have remarked the luge 
attendance of shepherds’ dogs at church on Sundays. This 
peculiari y is very interesting to English tourists, one of 
whom states that he was told that many of the dogs were 
more regular attendants than their masters. This gentleman 
mentions that, in one parisb, the animals, perhaps demoral- 
ized ‘by a“ black sheep” among their number, became so 
quarrelsome and unmannerly in their behavior, that the mi- 
nister requested all who had been in the habit of bringing 
their dogs, to confine them to the house before leaving for 
church. This plan answered exceedingly well for the first 
Sunday, but, for the future, not a single shepherd or farmer 
could fiad his dog on a Sunday morning. ‘They bad no no- 
tion of being deprived of their accustomed liberty, and, well 
knowing the hour of service, set off to church without their 
masters, An attempt was then made to compromise matters, 
by erecting a large kennel close to the church, where the dogs 
were imprisoned during public worship, but they kept up 
such a fearful howling, that the congregation was seriously 
disturbed, and there was no help for it but to restore them to 
their former rights and privileges. 
Previous to the late Duke of Buccleuch’s quitting his 
princely mansion of Drumlanrig, he had occasion to visii a 
certain burgh lying some ten or twelve miles to the north- 
west. On this occasion he preferred riding on horseback, 
and unattended, to any other mode of conveyance, which was 
a very common and unostentatious habit of his grace. He 
had passed the romantic and woodland way so much admired 
by every traveller, and now entered a landscape less interest- 
ing and inviting, as he neared the termination of his journey 
—absorbed in thought, it may be, on the sublime and beauti- 
ful. Be that as it may, be was suddenly aroused from his 
reverie by “mine gatherer”’ of the customs: “The toll, sir, 
gin ye please.” His grace immediately pulled up, aud while 
searching for the needful to satisfy so just a demand, he was 
thus accosted by the gatekeeper: “ Heard ye ony word o’ the 
duke comin’ this way the day, sir?” “ Yes,” was the reply, 
“he will be this way to-day.” “ Will he be in a coach an’ 
four, or only in a carriage an’ twa, think ye?” ‘In all pro- 
bability on horseback,” was the brief rejoinder. “lu that 
case do ye think he wad be offended gif 1 offered him back 
the change should he gie me a saxpence or a shilling to pay 
wi’ as he passed?” The duke, stretching forth bis hand to 
receive his balance, aud with an arch and knowing look, re 
plied, “ Try him, friend, try him;” and quietly pocketed the 
coppers, mutteriog to himself, “Not to be done in that 
way.”

IRELAND. 


A desperate and almost successful attempt was made about 
a fortnight ago to murder Mr. Radcliffe, a magistrate of the 
county of Meath, Ireland. He was riding home alone from 
Kells when he was waylaid about two miles from town by a 
couple of men, who called upon him to stop. One of them 
enforced the command by seizing the horse’s reins, and the 
other immediately discharged a firearm at Mr. Radclifie’s 
head. Fortunately the aim was rather high, and six slugs 
passed through the magistrate’s hat. Mr. Radcliffe at once 
urged bis horse into sudden motion, and got away from the 
would-be murderers, finding safety at the nearest police 
barracks, 

It is stated that hundreds of intending emigrants are going 
into Cork daily from the surrounding counties for shipment 
to America. Twelve hundred left Queenstown for the States 
in the last week of April. A few weeks ago 336 emigrants of 
a superior class left Londonderry, on board the Minnehaha, a 
sailing-vessel belonging tothe port. A letter from Drogheda 
states that the tide of emigration from that port in April has 
been a general theme of conversation. From fifty to sixty 
individuals have left by each steam-boat for Liverpool, and 
there are four to five sailings every week. Five sixths of 
those leaving by the Drogheda boats are fresh-looking youtha, 
male and female. They come principally from the counties 
of Westmeath, Meath, Cavan, and Louth. The passages have 
been paid by their friends who have preceded them to the 
United States. 

The case of Mr. O'Connor, of King’s County, whose nose 
was cut off some weeks ago by a band of ruffians, excited 
attention even in a land of outrages by its exceptional atro- 
city. Thesequel of the story, however, is very different from 
the beginning. Mr. O’Connor’s mutilation has led to one of 
the greatest surgical feats ever accomplished. A new nose, 
fashioned out of his own flesh, has been fitted upon him with 
admirable success. An incision was made in the forehead, 
and a portion of the living flesh skilfully drawn down, 
fashioned into the proper form whilst still warm and plastic, 
and fitted to the stump of the mutilated feature, the skin 
being artistically drawn over the scar. Mr. O’Connor will be 
but slightly distigured. His friends say that the new nose 
looks better than the old one.

DIVISION OF STATE GRAND LODGE JURISDICTION. 


In June, 1868, in the Grand Lodge of New York, a propo- 
sition was made, emanating from the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee, John L. Lewis, chairman, having for its object to 
divide the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of New York into 
a certain number of Districts, all to be subject to the General 
Grand Lodge baving its seat in New York City. Referred to 
# committee who, in June, 1869, asked leave to be excused 
from reporting upon it, this proposition was referred to the 
cummittee from which it emanated, and a report from whom 
will probably be received in June next. 

That the Grand Lodge of New York as at present consti- 
tuted is entirely too unwieldly is patent to every man who 
may attend one of its sessions in this city. Composed of some 
700 representatives and a number of officers ex officio members, 
with such of the brethren, Past Masters prior to 1849, as 
chose to altend, and at their own option, an assemblage is 
congregated which no one room, unless it be a Regimental 
Parade room, can accommodate, and who, as matters of legis- 
lation are in grand lodge conducted, have, to the extent of four- 
fifth of their number, never heard the sound of their own 
voices within it. Beyond drawing their pay and carrying 
their lodge dues to the Grand Lodge, it is safe to say the re-

It will reasonably be asked what power, when thus di. 
vested, will remain to those District Grand Lodges? and we 
believe it can at once be answered : None of any consequence 
whatever. The whole proposition has plainly been devised 
to keep the Representatives of some 600 of the Lodges of the 
State away from the Grand Lodge sitting at New York, for 
the reason we have assigned, and that is because there js no- 
thing there for them to do, and they are only in the way of 
the,workers, Aiming only to gratify these 500 representa. 
tives, and the lodges they represent, by giving to each of 
them the showing of a District Grand Lodge, in which to 
figure and “ speechify” as much as they please, no better pro- 
position could possibly be adopted, and it is but another way 
of saying 80, or of saying to those Lodges and their Repre. 
sentatives: Gentlemen, your coming up to Grand Lodge, or 
down, as it may be, isonly a useless expenditure of your time 
and our money ; therefore, as such, we respectfully request 
you to remain at home; but, lest you should begin to cry 
out with Adam Smith, as fathers and grandfathers did in 
other days, that you would not be taxed without being repre- 
sented, we will arrarge for you elsewhere a form of Grand 
Lodges in which you shall have leave to be represented to 
any extent you please! 

This is about all that is expressed by Hon. Jno. L. Lewis's 
proposition for six Masonic District Grand Lodges, and 
which, we perceive, as the time draws nigh, the New York 
Courier, in its Masonic Department, is recommending to the 
consideration of the Fraternity. 

In Illinois a similar proposition has been rejected by the 
unanimous vote of the lodges of that State, to which it was 
submitted to be voted upon prior to the first of March, 1870. 
In its original form the Illinois proposition was not by soy 
means 80 Objectionable as the New York one, inasmuch 4s 3 
high degree of independence was recognized therein ; but, un- 
fortunately for it, the Jurisprudence Committee of the G. L. 
in that State, to whom it waa referred in October last, “ doc- 
tored” it in such manner as to render it quite as objectionable 
as is the New York proposal, and consequently, we say, it 
was unanimously rejected, and which, we presume, was 
what the Committee aforesaid intended should be its fate. 

How men, born and reared to manhood, in these United 
States, should so persistently desire to introduce and retain in 
the institution known as the Masonic, monarchical govern- 
ment, which they so fully spurn from every other, is certainly 
a matter of much surprise. If it were true that such a style 
of government was necessary for this ins itution, the case 
would be different, but this is known to be not the fact. 
Every Freemason must necessarily be @ MAN, and generally 
an intelligent one, and as such, that style of government which 
would give to men the greatest amount of manly freedom, 
and call for the least amount of special legislation, 
would certainly appear to be the most correct. Under such 
a style of government and legislation, Independent Grand 
Lodges for every district of the States of New York or of Illinois, 
within which, say, forty or fifty lodges existed, might snd 
should be recognized, and, like other institutions in such dis- 
tricts, be suffered to govern themselves. Once having 0b- 
tained a char‘er from an assembly of Freemasons styleds 
grand lodge, and which is a condition that, since 1723, has

Young Simpson, M.D., a distinguished physician and man of 
science, to whom tue world owes the discovery of the a #%3- 
thetic properties of chloroform. James Young Simpson was 
born in Bathgate, Linlithgowshire, in 1811. He received his 
education at the University of E‘inburgh, where, in 1832, he 
took the degree of M.D. Ino 1849 he was elected President of 
the Edinburgh Royal College of Paysicians. Tbe profes- 
sional writings ot Dr. Simpson are numerous and widely 
known, and he did more for the reputation of the EJinburgh 
School of Medicine than any other one man. He possessed 
a marvellous natural capacity, with a vigorous coustitullon, 
which enabled him to do a vast amount of work. Apart from 
bis official duties, Dr. Simpson had a larger private practice 
than any other pbysician in Edinburgh. In January, 1866, 
Dr. Simpson’s distinguished services to humanity received 
public recognition from the Crown. He was created a baro-

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SUMMARY OF FOREIGN NEWS. 


The voting on the plebiscitum in France, on Sunday last, 
was conducted quietly, in spite of the intense interest every- 
where manifested. ‘The latest returns from the whole coun- 
try, except Algeria, foot up as follows:—Yes, 7,126,288; no, 
1,485,844. Thearmy voteshows the following result : —Yes, 227,- 
336; no, 29,364. The following is the vote cast in some of 
the principal cities of the Empire :—Paris—yes, 111,363; no, 
156,376. Nantes—yes, 32,916; no, 12,883. Marseilles—yes, 
18,412; no, 34,829. Lille—yes, 65,367; no, 13,803. Bor- 
deaux—yes, 10,127; no, 18,469. Toulouse—yes, 912; no, 
12,534. Some disturbance occurred in Paris on the 9th and 
10th insts., but was easily quelled by the troops. Belleville 
and the Rue du Temple, were, as usual, the locality of the dis- 
order. The High Court of Justice had been convoked for the 
trial of those recently arrested for participation in the plot 
against the Emperor's life. A letter from General Flourens, 
found on the person of Beauri, had been published, implicat.- 
ing both in the plot, and revealing the fact that the secret 
correspondence passed through the hands of Mr. Smalley, the 
London correspondent of the New York 7’ribune. That gen- 
tleman, however, knew nothing of the nature of the letters 
thus received, and was not aware that Flourens was connected 
with the conspiracy. Later despatches assert that on the 
evening of the 10th inst., the authorities were forced to make 
a large display of military power in order to restore order. 
The barricades, which had been erected in the Belleville dis- 
trict, were stubbornly d fended by the rioters, though they 
were subsequently carried by the soldi rs at the point of the 
bayonet. Several were killed and wounded on both sides, 
During the night other «ngagements occurred, in which a 
number of soldiers, policemen and citizens were killed. * The 
Bellville district was occupied during the night by the military 
in great force, and no persons permitted to pass. Once dur- 
ng the night, a company of cavalry was assailed with a shower 
of stones. Becoming exasperated, they fired on their assail- 
ants; but this is the only instance known where the troops 
have departed from the determination to use fire arms only as 
a last resort. The workingmen were out in greater force than 
on any previous occasion, There have also been disturbances 
at Havre. At midnight, on the 11th inst., the troops had oc- 
eupied the Place Chateau d’Eau, where the Caserne Prince 
Eugene was situated. Belleville and the Faubourg du Temple 
were held by the military, and no one was allowed to pass the 
guards in those quarters. 

It was thought in Madrid that the chances of the elevation of 
Espartero were improving, especially since the proposition had 
been coupled with the suggestion that Prim be declared his 
successor on the throne. ‘Thirty-eight Spanish bishops an. 
nounced from Rome their refusal to take the oath to the new 
constitution of Spain, although the Pope interposed no objec. 
tions. The subject being considered in the Cortes, in reply 
to Deputies, the Ministers of Justice and Finance declared 
that the State would no longer pay the salaries of those bishops 
who refused to take the oath to the new constitution; but the 
government could not displace the bishops, because it did not 
appoint them. 

From Cuba we learn that two sailors belonging to a Spanish 
man-of-war captured the rebel General Goicouria on Guanaja 
Island, After General Goicouria’s capture he was conveyed to 
Puerto Principe, and soon after ordered by Captain General 
De Rodas to be taken to Havana, where he arrived on the Gth 
inst. Goicouria was immediately lodged in jail, where a 
“verbal” court martial was assembled for the purpose of try- 
ing him. The Court sentenced him to be garroted, and he 
was then placed in the capilla, At four A.M., on the 7th inst., 
he was taken to Principe Fort, and at eight o'clock garroted. 
An immense concourse of persons assembled on the Heights of 
Principe. The General remained perfectly serens and firm to 
the last. The insurgents assert that the patriot forces com- 
mand the entire Cinco Villas district and occupy the eastern 
portion of the Santi Espiritu jurisdiction. The Spaniards have 
been routed in every direction, and are now closed in at Man- 
zanillo, Trinidad, Cienfuegos, Moren and Santiago de Cuba. 
The work of devastation had been fairly inaugurated in the 
districts of Colon and Sagua. 

On the 5th inst., in the House of Commons, Mr. Otway said, 
according to the latest official advices from Athens, ten of the 
Marathon brigands had been captured. An investigation into 
the murders was proceeding. Mr, Monsell, Under Colonial 
Secretary, announced the settlement of the Red River diffi- 
culty. On the 6th inst he explained that the compromise of 
the Red River difficulty had been effected by the introduction 
into the Dominion Parliament of the bill creating the province 
of Manitoba. He stated that Canada would retain all the pub- 
lic lands of the new province, with the exception uf 12,000 
acres, to secure its debt. On the 5th inst. the House went into 
Committee on the Irish Land bill. An amendment restricting 
compensation to out-going tenants gave rise to an excited de- 
bate, which was brought to a close by Mr. Gladstone. He im- 
plored the committee to reject the amendment. The House di- 
vided, and the amendment was rejected by a vote of 220 to 134. 

On the 7th inst. many amendments were introduced, debated 
and rejected, Mr, Palmer's amendment, restricting the ap- 

















plication of the improvement clause to tenancies created under 
this bill, provoked an unusually long and interesting discus- 
sion. At length, on division, the amendment was rejected by 
fifty-nine majority. The clause was then adopted. On the 
9th inst. the discussion had to do mainly with technical and 
legal points, and was of little interest. On the same day Mr. 
Otway, in reply to a question of Mr. Gilpin, said the Spanish 
government was fully able to subdue the insurrection in Cuba. 
Tne insurgents held no important place. The interference of 
her Majesty’s government, which had been suggested, would 
be inopportune. He promised that the government would not 
fail to seize any occasion to mitigate the horrors of civil war in 
that island, and it would be highly desirable to have the co- 
operation of the government of the United States. The deci- 
sion in the Mordaunt divorce case—the new questions raised— 
was ready, but would not be delivered until the next term of 
the court. 

The Ecumenical Council, on the 4th inst., voted on the 
schem« relative to the small catechism. A tenth of the bishops 
present voted ‘‘non placet.” Among them were the German 
and Hungarian bishops, who desired to preserve the catechism 
of Canisius. 


THE PLEBISCITUM IN FRANCE. 

The result of the plebiseitum, in favor of Constitutional lib- 
erty a la Napoleon, cannot surprise any careful observer of 
French affairs. |The Nephew of his Uncle, would never have 
appealed to the people were he in doubt as to the result, and 
the large negative vote of a million and a half against seven 
millions and a half in reality increases the strength of his posi- 
tion, as it deprives his enemies of the assertion that the ex- 
pression of popular opinion was not a free one. The career of 
the man thus re-endorsed by the people—vox populi, vox Dei 
—in his contact with the French masses is a singular one. 
The Emperor was born under the influence of an instinct that 
made him look upon himself as the destiny of France. At 
Strasbourg and Boulogne, where his firstaddresses to the French 
people were promulgated, he spoke as one claiming the coun- 
try by right of inheritance. He made his Uncle’s greatness 
his own, announced himself as the depositary of Napoleonic 
ideas, and seemed bent upon blotting out a twenty-one, or 
twenty-five years’ period, and establishing a continuity be- 
tween the First and Second Empire. Eight years later his tone 
had lost something of its far-reaching ambition. There was 
to be simply one citizen more in the French Republic; and 
the bare suspicion of any ulterior views on his part was resent- 
ed as the darkest calumny, the most unbearable insult. Be- 
fore the year was over two candidates were put forward for the 
Presidential chair. One was a successful soldier who had 
‘*saved society,” but who was suspected of reactionary ten- 
dencies and of Orleanist designs; the other was a Napoleon, 
the heir of the first Napoleon, but who had abjured Imperial- 
ism and gone deeper into Democracy, and, indeed, into Social- 
ism, than any man living, The Uncle’s name and the Napo- 
leonic liberalism carried the day, and five millions and a half 
of Frenchmen against less than a milllon and a half gave the 
preference to Louis Napoleon over Cavaignac. From the 10th 
of December, 1848, to the 2nd of December, 1851, Louis Na- 
poleon was the most democratic man in France, jealous for the 
most unlimited form of universal suffrage, anxious to look upon 
the interests of the working classes as hisown. ‘he term of 
his three years’ Presidency was one uninterrupted struggle 
against the Constitutional party in the National Assembly. 
The quarrel between them had become internecine, and, upon 
the expiration of his office, Napoleon felt that he must either 
give up his power to the men whom he represented as the 
people's enemies, or, for the people’s sake, break through the 
trammels of the Constitution, and indefinitely prolong, or even 
perpetuate, his power. This was his apology for the coup 
d'etat. He secured the persons of some of his adversaries, 
shot down and transported others, and having thus fought the 
people's battles, he called upon the people to decide whether 
what he had done was well done. He had not long to wait for 
an answer. ‘Twenty days later seven and a half million citi- 
zens, against little more than half a million, bade him govern 
France as it best suited him. About two years later a still 
larger number, against one still smaller, confirmed and extend- 
ed his full powers. 

The present plebiscitum is thus the fourth appeal which Na- 
poleon has made toFrance. His present majority, although not 
so large as on previous occasions, is yet large enough to 
show that he is still the chosen ruler of a great ma- 
jority of the French people. The expression of such 
an opinion may not speak well for their capacity of self-govern- 
ment, but it is pretty good evidence that on the whole Napo- 
leon has governed wisely and well, and accorded to his sub- 
jects quite as much liberty as they can rationally enjoy. The 
large opposing vote is accounted for by the character of the 
plebiscitum itself, which we pointed out in our last issue. Now 
that the election is over, it is to be hoped that the Spectre 
Rouge will be laid and that Flourens and the revolutionists 
generally will allow the nation to go peacefully forward in the 
path of constitutional reform. Even despotiam is better than 
disorder, and France must choose between two evils. 


ITALY AND HER FINANCES. 

A distinguished Italian writer and statesman has recently 
drawn considerable attention in England to the present con- 
dition of Italian finances by a statement concerning them, 
communicated to a leading London journal. From this it 
would seem that while the ordinary revenue of Italy has in- 





other words, by £15,570,000, her ‘‘ administrative expenditure” 
: e 

has declined from £27,268,000, to £21,780,000, or, £5,488, 000 
While, therefore, her administrative expenditure was, in 1969 
£8,418,000 in excess of her revenue, her income in 1869 mn 
ceeded her administrative expenditure by £12,640,000, This 
result, which will doubtless astonish many Americans who have 
no great opinion of Italian financial ability, may well be 
regarded with satisfaction as a conclusive proof of the econo. 
mical efforts which Italy has been making. But when we ex. 
amine the figures more closely, we find that they are affected 
by one consideration which cannot possibly recur. The annex. 
ation of Venice had the effect of increasing the revenue of Italy 
by nearly £7,000,000 per annum; while the exclusion of the 
Austrians from Italian soil enabled the Ministry of 1866 to re. 
duce the administrative expenditure by £5,500,000. The most 
sanguine Italian can hardly ex pect any new accession of terri. 
tory involving at once so large an increase in the resourzes of 
the country and so large a diminution in her necessary outlay; 
and if we consequently accept the figures of the last seven 
years as fairly indicative of the future growth of the revenue 
and diminution in the expenditure of Italy, we must assume 
that the revenue in reality only increased by £8,570,000 instead 
of £15,570,000 ; and that the expenditure, on the other hand, so 
far from having been reduced by £5,488,000, was, as nearly as 
possible, stationary. 

That we should not be justified in anticipating from the 
Italian writer’s statement, any very large reduction in Italian 
expenditure is strikingly apparent from the very figures he 
chiefly relies on. While he tells us that the expenditure has 
been reduced from £27,268,000 in 1862 to £21,780,000 in 1869, 
he adds that the war and marine budgets have decreased in the 
same period from £14,500,000 to £7,500,000. The annexation 
of Venice has, therefore, caused a tangible reduction of £7,000. 
000 to be made in the military expenditure of the country, but 
has involved an increase of nearly £2,000,000 in its civil expen- 
diture. The most hopeful economists can hardly anticipate any 
very appreciable diminution of a military expenditure of £,7,500- 
000 in a kingdom with France on one side of her and Austria on 
the other. Practically, therefore, the most sanguine view that 
can possibly be taken of Italy’s financial condition is that she 
has a revenue of £34,420,00, increasable by about £1,000,000 a 
year, with an administrative expenditure of £21,780,000. Is 
the surplus of less than £13,000,000—on the assumption that it 
really does increase at the rate at which it has hitherto been 
growing—suflicient to meet the permanent expenditure? This 
permanent charge on the nation has risen from £9,572,000 ix 
1862 to £24,250,000 in 1869. In other words, the present 
charge is more than £11,000 in excess of the revenue avail- 
able for meeting it. Funded at 7 per cent., the lowest rate at 
which Italy could possibly borrow, a deficit of £11,000,000 
would involve an increased charge for debt of £777,000 a year. 
Thus more than three-fourths of the calculated increase in re- 
ceipts must be mortgaged year after year to defray the interest 
of the deficit. 

Is there, then, no relief for Italy? Her best, perhaps her 
only, hope lies in the closest retrenchment. _ Italy is sinking 
under the weight of her civil expenditure; and this shows no 
symptoms of diminution. She cannot honestly reduce her 
‘‘ permanent” expenditure (interest on debt, etc.), nor her 
military expenditure to any considerable extent with safety. 
If she is to retrench at all, her economy;must be effected in the 
civil administration of the country. The cost of collecting 4 
revenue of under £30,000,000 in Italy in 1868 was £4,240,000, 
or about 14 per cent. The estimated cost of collecting the 
British revenue of £67,113,000 a year is £6,427,000, or consi- 
derably less than ten per cent.; and the comparison is the 
more startling because while the largest proportion of the 
British expenditure is absorbed by postal expenses, a compa- 
ratively small proportion of the Italian expenditure is devoted 
to that object. The entire British civil expenditure amounts 
to £16,417,000, and, with what is known as the Consolidated 
Fund, to £18,207,000, or about 27 per cent. of the revenue. 
The civil expenditure of Italy amounts to £14,280,000, 
and with the cost of pensions to £16,280,000, or to 
nearly fifty per cent. of her ordinary revenue. These facts 
have only to be stated to show the great leakage in the finan- 
cial system—a drain that must eventually result in national 
bankruptcy unless some effectual measures are soon taken to 
avert the catastrophe. 


THE PROVINCE OF MANITOBAH. 

Whatever may be the result of the present uprising in the 
Red River 'ferritory, the Dominion government has placed 
itself right upon the record, and taken up a very strong posl- 
tion by the introduction of a Bill erecting a portion of the 
Territory into a province to occupy the same relation 
to the whole State as do Ontario or Quebec. In extent 
the new Province will be limited, consisting of only 10,000 
square miles, and stretching from the 49th to the 50th parallel 
of latitude, or sixty miles north, including the Red River and 
the Assiniboine River, where they meet; or, to be more parti- 
cular, the Province is to include that region commencing at & 
point on the frontier of the United States‘ 96 degrees west of 
Greenwich, and extending to a point 98 degrees 15 minutes 
west, being bounded on the north by the 49th parallel of lati- 
tude, and on the south by latitude 50 degrees 20 minutes. 
The name of the new Province is to be Manitobab, oF “The 
God Who Speaks.” ‘This extent of country now comprses 
some 15,000 inhabitants, who are to be governed by # Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, under @ commission from the Governor 
General of Canada, with power over that portion of the North-

The McFarland trial has at last ended in the acquittal of 
the prisoner, The testimony on both sides being all in, the 
summing up of the prisoner’s counsel commenced on Friday 
last, and was completed on Monday. It was able and ex- 
haustive. The District-Attorney replied for the people on 
Tuesday, and Recorder Hackett at once charged the jury, the 
case being given to the jury abovt 3 P. M. on that day. After 
two hours waiting, a verdict of ‘ not guilty” was rendered. 
Then ensued a scene such as is rarely witnessed in Courts of 
Law. As the words escaped the lips of the foreman, the 
crowd, who had stood with every nerve strained to catch the 
result, responded with cheer after cheer, which demonstration 
no <flort on the part of the officers could reprees—if, indeed, 
avy was made. The Recorder sat unmoved on the bench, 
and unreproved by him, cheers were given for Mr. John Gra- 
ham with a vigor even exceeding the former. Little Percy 
leaped upon a chair, and, waving his handkerchief, joined in 
the popular demonstration, Everybody was wild with ex 
citeme t, and women and men were not ashamed to shed 
tears—indee’, there was scarcely a dry eye intheroom. A 
rush was made toward McFarland by those anxious to con- 
gratulate him, but the officers kept the throng back, for there 
was yet one more formality to be taken. Order was restored 
for the moment, and Mr, Vandervoort put the usual question 
to the jury, requesting them to hearken to the verdict as it 
was recorded, Then Mr. Gerry rose and requested the dis- 
charge of hia client, which the Recorder promptly granted. 
McFarland was from that moment a free man. Tie Court 
was immediately adjourned, and then the maltituce thronged 
about him and Mr. Grabam and Mr. Gerry, warmly congra- 
tulating each of them upon the result, It is stated that the 
jury stood ten for acquittal, and two for conviction on one otf 
the grades of manslaught+r, when they first entered the jury- 
room. The matter was discussed for some time, and finally 
the two jurors yielded, and a unanimous verdict was agreed 
upon. 


BRITISH AMERICA 


[Correspondence from any part of British America is invited.) 


The Royal Canadian Rifles take part in the Red River ex- 
pedition, 

On the 10th inst., in the Dominion House of Commons, the 
Manitoba bill was read @ third time and passed. 


A despatch from Earl Granville to the Governor-General 
of Canada, dated April 19, ioforms him that the Board of 
Admirality have been requested to send to Canadian waters a 
force sufficient to protect Canadian fishermen and maintain 
order. 

A Toron'o dispatch of the 11th inst. says:—Sir John A, 
MacDonala’s condition is reported to be much werse, and 
fears are entertained that he cannot survive more than a few 
hours. 

Advices from Red River to April 16 state that the Indian 
excitement had subsided, the Sioux and Chippewas baving 
promised to remain quiet. Reil had issued another proclama- 
tion, declaring that peace was au establi-hed fact; that busi- 
ntss was reviving, ana inviting all the inhabitants to uphold 
the government. 

In the Dominion Senate, on the 10th inst., in reply toa 
qiestion rel ting to the withdrawal of British troops, Hor. 
Mr. Campbell said the correspondence was not complete. 
The Government was remoustrating against the contempla- 
ted policy of the Imperial G@»vernment. He might say, how- 
ever, the view of the Home Government was that in ordinary 
times of peace Canada was just as able to bear the expense ol 

defence as the muther country. The Home Government pro- 
posed to gartison Halifax and similar fortifications, but it was 
expected the island fortifications, if garrisoned at all, would 
be occupied by Canadian volunteers. 


A question bas arisen in Quebec, Canada, as to who is 
Mayr of that city, the contestants being MM. Tourangeau 
and Garneau. ‘Tue former claims that he is the lawful 
Mayor, but the latter, obtaining control of the Police by his 
own vote in the Police Board, of which the Mayor is Chair- 
man ex officio, took possession of the City Hall, and his rival 
eoon found himself a prisoner where he was wont to com- 
mand. At the last accounts a military guard from the citadel 
garrison was io possession of the avenues to the Hall, with 
orders to “ let anybody out, bnt nobody in.” 

Mr. McDougall, who abdicated so hastily the governorship 
of the Red River Territory, and Mr. Joseph Howe, who has 
played prcminent parts in the pol.tics of the British provin- 
ces, indulged in a bitter personal debate in the Dominion 
House of Commons on the 4thinst. The fire-brand was the 
bill to establish the province of Manitoba. Mr. McDougall 
charged Mr, Howe with contributing to the cause which 
drove bim irom the territory, and Mr. Howe returned upon 
Mr. McDougall by characterizing his conduct while trying to 
govern the Northwest teriitory as “cowardly, mean and 
sneaking.” 

An English paper says: The pr2sent would seem likely to 
be an eventful year in the annt.6 0! Canada. A vast emigra- 
tion appears to be at last setting in to the Canadian shores, 
an immense extent of new territory has been annexed, tbe 
great scheme of Confederation has beeo substantially and 
successfully carried out, the credit of the Dominion is of the 
highest class, and last, but not Jeast in our eyes, an immense 
extent of new railway is either in course of projection or exe- 
culion; and we may remark that almost every one of these 
new jines will exercise a more or less beneficial influence, di- 
rectly or indirectly, upon the great previously existing rail- 
way corporations of Canada—tbhe Grand Trunk, the Great 
Western, and the Northern. So much English capital has 
been engaged in those enterprices that anything relating to 
their future prospects cannot fail to be interesting. The past 
history of the Grand Truok bas certainly thus far been of 
a most depressing and disappointing character; the Great 
Western bus had a somewhat chequered career ; the Northero 
is comparatively little known. But we predict for all three a 
Jorgely increased measure of importance and prosperity, 

‘Thes: matiers sre so interesting that we make no apology for 
referring to them; and we think the facts alluded to justify 
the snoouncement that 1870 promises to be an eventful year in 
the annals of Canada. No less thin 110 years have elapsed 
since Montreal succumbed to the Wolf on the “plains of Abra- 
bam ;” but it is only now that Canadian resources are begio- 
ning to be adequately appreciated by English capital and 
Englich labcr. Well, better late than never, Let us trust

The Englishmen murdered by the Greek brigands last 
month were Mr. Herbert, Mr. Frederick Vyner and Mr. 
Lloyd. A member ct the Italian Legation at Athens also 
fell a victim at their hands. The Greek government is re- 
sponsible for their fate, in having assumed the aggressive 
while the prisoners remained at the mercy of the brigands. 
Lord Muncaster had a narrow escape, he having been cap- 
tured, but released on bis parole, in order to treat for his own 
ransom and that of his companions in captivty. The two 
ladies of the party who wer; captured, and chivalrously re- 
leased by the desperaloes, were Lady Muncaeter and Mrs 
Lloyd.

It is propused to hold this affair about the middle 
of the present month. It is understood that fifteen or beer 
of the most skilful horsemen in these games in the South will 
compete with a number of riders from this neighborhood.

The steamship Idaho, of the new line from San Francisco 
to Australia, by way of the Sandwich Islands, arrived at San 
Francisco on the 5th inst., bringing advices from Sydney to 
March 26, from Auckland to April 4,and from Honolulu to 
April 21. A political crieis had occurred in Victoria. The 
Ex-Premier, McCulloch, had been kaoighted. Robeit Giad- 
stone, a nephew of the English Premier, was recently killed 
by a fall from aborse, Great floods prevailed in Eastern 
Australia, causing great destruction to property ard loss of 
life. The estate oc Ex-Premier John Robertson, of New- 
Sonth Wales, had been sequestrated for debts amounting to 
$1,250,000. A telegraph line through Queensland, to connect 
with the Singapore cable, was to be ,begun without delay. 
Sugar and cotton crops in this province have been damaged 
by floods. The war in New Zealand drags slowly. The 
British troops bad all been withdrawn, and the suppression 
of the natize rebellion falls upon the colonial militia, with the 
aid of iriendly natives.
